that Dr. Eachard Arch-Deacon of Stew gives of it 
in his Hiſtory of England, and by the Prepheſy of 
Thomas Ebbit a Quaker, and allo by a Form of 
Prayer, formerly appointed by the Church to be 
uſed on that Day: By all theſe Authorities he 
endeavours to prove, that the Fapiſts had no hand 
in the Burning of London; Now then I ſhall care- 
fully examine each of theſe Authorities in their 
Grder, but I cannot repeat each of theſe Accounts 
at full length, but muſt refer you to the Book it 
ſelf: I ſhall only take Notice, (and which you 
will find to be true) That the Account Publiſhes 
by Authority in the Gazette, doth no where ſay, 
either that the Papiſts did, or that they did not 
Fire the City; neither indeed could they inſert 
ſuch a Thing in favour of the Fapiſts at that Time 
cf the Day, when ſo many Thouſands were Eye 
Witnelles that they did it; Neither if they had, 
would they have been proper Evidences for them, 
both the Bing and the Duke of Terk being Papifts ; 
That the Duke of Jork was a Bigotted Papiſt, e- 
very body knows, that King Charles was a Papift, 
I prove thus, Firſt, It was one of the Articles of 
the Marriage Covenant, between their Father K. 
Charles the Firſt, and the Princeſs Henrietta Maria 
of France her Mother, that the Children which 
ſhould be born of this Marriage, ſhould be nou- 
riſhed and brought up in the Roman Catholick Re- 
ligion by their Mother, till the Age of Thirteen 
Years, which was the reaſon we had ſuch a Ca- 
tholick Breed : And that King Charles liv'd and 
dy'd a Papiſt, 1 prove from the Biſhop of Ely's 
Sermon, preach'd at Ely Houſe Chappel, June 7, 
1716.

both becauſe that Account publiſhed by Authority 
faith nothing of the Papiſts, and becauſe the King 
(by whoſe Authority it was publiſh'd) was a Pa- 
piſt: It cannot in the leaſt ſerve to clear the Papiſts of 
that heavy Charge of Burning the City of London, 
And thus having caſhier'd them from all man- 
ner of Succour from the King's Account; I ſhall 
next proceed to examine the Accounts given by 
the Przefts ; and firſt the Account given by the 
Biſhop, who having firſt related part of the *fore- 
mention'd Account given by Authority, he imme- 
diately proceeds to relate the upper part of the 
Infcription engraven on the Monument, which 
giveth an Account of the Damage done by the 
Fire, as that there was burnt 89 Churches, 400 
Streets, 13200 Houſes, &c. Thus he gives a very 
particular Account of the Damage done by the 


Fire, but when he is come to the lower Part of 


the Inſcription, which gives an Account who ſet 
the City on Fire, there the Biſhop ftops ſhort, 
and relates not one Word of that, which baſe piec# 
of Partiality very ill becomes any Hiſtorian, but 
much more a Biſhop, and gives juſt Cauſe to ſuſ- 
pe& that he had no mind to find the Bill of 
Indi&ment againſt his old Friends. 


Bur ſince the good Biſhop had the Misfor- . 


tune to overlook the lower Part of the Inſcrip- 
tion, my Proteſſant Readers ſhall have it here verbatim, 
which is this; This Pillar was ſet np in perpetual 
Remembrance of the dreadful Burning of this City, 
begun and carried on by the Treachery and Malice 
of the Popiſh Faction, in the Beginning of September

« was to be ſet on Fire on September the Third.“ 
And Dr. Eachard's Account is in General near the 
very ſame; Both quoting for their Author a Ga- 
zette Publiſhed by Authority Monday April zo. 
1666, which amuſeth us with an Account of a 


Counſel who ſat here in London, to give Dire&- be 
ion to the Conſpirators, and this Committee in 


London received their Directions from another in 
Holland who ſat with the States, &c. So that it 
ſeems it was the States of Holland, who were the 
Projectors and Directors of that Plot, according 
to Account Publiſned by our Popiſh Court at that 
Time; which was a fine Popiſh Figment for a 
Proteſtant Biſhop and an Arch-Deacon to Copy

Bur from this, our Author Pag. 21 Trium- 
phantly concludes; That this being the Account as 
Publiſhed by Authority, the Fire rather appears 
to have been the Work of thoſe Elder Brethren in 
Tniquity the Fanaticks, if any Human Means at all 
contrived it, which I ſhall ſoon enquire into.

concerning a Frenchman Apprehended the Tueſday

A Trne Relation from Flex.

F*HE Day before the Fire in London, came 
one Urmſiraw from Treland, with a Letter 
from thence to Fſq; Holcroft of Eaft Ham in Eſſex, 
(he being Related to that Family by Marriage ) where 
he Supped, and after Supper he asked the Eſq;

This Diſcourſe was managed pleaſantly by him, 


after which they went to their Beds, and in the 
Morning this Urmftraw enquires earneſtly, whe- 
ther they had heard of the firing of London that 
Night; they anſwer'd, No: Then he prayed them 
to fend out one of the Family to enquire, and doubt- 
leſs they would hear of it; upon which a Meſ- 
ſenger was ſent, who brought in Word, from a 
Man that. travelled upon the Road, that it was 
on fire indeed: After Dinner this Urmſtraw de- 
ſires his Horſe to be Saddled that he might be 


gone, the Eſq; intreated him to ſtay till next 


Morning, but he anſwered, If I ſhuuld ſtay, T ſhould 
ſleep no more this Night than I did the laſt, therefore 
J would go ſee London before it is quite burned, for 
F all never ſee it more. 


Here ſollows a true Relation, made by One of the 
Grand-Jury at Hicks's-Hall, at a General Quar- 
ter Seſſions, preſently after the Fire of London. 


THAT in Cheek-lane near Weſt-Smithfeld, there 
1 was a Man taken in the very Act of firing a 
Houſe by the Neighbours, and carrying him throngh 
Smithfield, to have him before a Juſtice, the King's 
Life-Guard perceiving it, made up unto them, and 
demanded their Priſoner from them, but they re- 
fuſed to let him go, the Life Guard-man told 
them, that he was one of the King's Servants, 
and ſaid, We will have him, and thereupon drew 
out their Swords and Piſtols, and reſcued him out 
of the People's Hands by Force, 


In 
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In the Time of the Fire, a Conſtable took a 


Frenchman firing a Houſe, he ſeized on him, and 
going to a Magiſtrate with him, met his Royal 
Highneſs the Duke of Tork, who asked him the 
reaſon of the Tumult; one told him, that a French- 
man was taken firing a Houſe; his Highneſs call'd 
for the Man, who ſpake to him in French, the Duke 
ask d ho would atteſt it; the Conſtable ſaid, I took 
him in the Act, and I will atteſt it ; the Duke took 
him into his Cuſtody, and faid, I will ſecure him 
but he was never heard of no more. 

On Monday the 3d. of September, there was a 
Frenchman taken firing a Houſe, and upon ſearch- 
ing of him, Fire-balls were found abaut him, at 
which time 4 of the Life-Guards reſcued theFrench.
